BICYCLE GOSSIP. 


It is not at all likely that the L. A^ 


W. will surrender its control over rac- 
ing. There would be nothing left of it 
in that case. 


Eiders who must wear bicycle shoes 


should get a perfect fit if they desire 
comfort. 
A misfit is noticed much 


more on a wheel than while walking. 


Montana taxes bicycles two dollars 


per annum. It is calculated that there 
.arc 3,000 bicycles in the state, and tie 
$6,000 thus raised will not be spent on 
roads, of which there are none in the 
state worthy of tie name. 


In riding- the wheel avoid all super- 


fluous muscular movements. Wagging 
the head, dipping the shoulders and 
squirming with each downward thrust 
of the pedals will, in the course of a 
day's ride, exhaust enough energy to 
propel the machine several miles if it 
were rightly expended.

Among the chief occupations which 
those who place themselves under its 
protecting win-gs will be trained in are 
those of dog walker andhoteiporteress. 


The first of these callings is as novel 


as it is surprising. 
Certain families 


have togs which need exorcise. There 
are no grounds attached to the homes 
of these dog owners, and' therefore the 
only way for the pets to enjoy fre&h air 
ia to be walked up and down the side- 
walk, after -the fashion of the dogs be- 
longing to the flat dwellers in New 
York. 


Now, the dog walker knows all about 


dogs. She calls at houses where she 
has learned canines are kept and pre- 
sents a card, on winch is printed in neat 
script: "Miss Dolly Periwinkle,Walker 
of Dogs." 


To the person, who receives the card 


tha lady states thai for so much per 
month she will guarantee to take a dog 


•id trot him about the streets twice a 


< i ,y, each trip to consume 30 minutes. 
I las gives 'the dog an outing of an hour 
,i day, and as tlie charges rarely exceed 
thice shillings a week it is believed the 
dog walker will find her occupation 
both profitable and pleasant, provided 
the dog permits it. 


Some of the feminine dog walkers 


whom the women's institute has ul- 
i eacly •placed iave been, bitten by ill- 
lernperedi charges. Such cases are all 
the more sorrowful, because the dog 
walker makes an, agreement that if the 
c?og bites her she will make no fuss 
about it, but accept the bite in the 
spirit in which it is offered. 


The diog walker is required to give 


security for the animal she takes tem- 
porarily under her care, and this diffi- 
culty has been remedied by a bond 
given by the women's institute and in- 
dorsed by one or another of the patron- 
esses, whose name is a& good as gold. 
The pleasant-faced dog walkers have 
met with very good) success, but those 
with apparently unkind dispositions 
have found their new profession very 
unprofitable. 


Experience as hotel porteresse» on 


the part of the proteges of the women's 
institute have not ais yet prodxiced any 
great results. About the only class of 
women who can. handle big trunks and 
matters of that sort never heard of the 
women's institute and were not partic- 
ularly auxioxis to make its acquaint,, 
ance. Where women hove only found it 
necessary to carry hand baggage they 
have succeeded very well 


Other Iracs in which the proteges of 


the institute have begun to engage are 
billposting and paperhanging, in each 
o£ which they have achieved fairly ex-

It is the aim of the institute to fur- 


nish to women new fields to occupy.

Portrait Pointer. 


About two years ago a handsome old 


_ady, Miss Blanche Sully, of Philadel- 
)lna, visited WasMngton, She was the 
juest of lier sister, the late Mrs. John 
I. Wheeler, 28 Grant place. In 1837 this 
.ady was a beautiful girl, and had an 
experience no other American girl ever 
enjoyed. Her father, Thomas Sully, 
America's greatest portraitpaiuter, had 
been engaged by -the Society of St. 
George and St. Andrew of Philadelphia, 
to paint the portrait of the young queen 
of England Blanche Siilly, his daugh- 
ter, 
accompanied her father on this 


interesting mission. Both were quar- 
tered at Windsor castle, and> Queen Vic- 
tpria consented to pose for the por- 
trait until the face was finished. After 
that the royal robes were placed on 
the should'ers of Blanche Sully, and (she 
stood for hours in the position as in- 
dicated in the steel engravings now 
in the .possession, of Col. Sully Wheeler, 
of Washington, the grandson of Thomas 
Sully. This steel engraving was the 
original executed in London tinder the 
supervision of Sully himself, and was 
owned fay "that artist until lie gave it 
to his daughter, Mrs. Ellen Sully 
Wheeler, for many years an nonored. 
resident of the nation's capital. Mrs 
Wheeler had two sons, who now live 
here, Col. Sully Wheeler and Maj. Wood- 
bury Wheeler. These gentlemen recall 
many incidents connected with the 
painting of this, portrait, especially in 
connection with the queen's jubilee. 


Miss Blanche Sully was then a charm- 


ing girl, and the head of her, painted 
by her father, gives evidence of rare 
beauty and refinement. She found the 
coronation robes of the j'oung queer 
a burden, weighing 40 pounds, and 
probably became very tired of her gor 
geous borrowed plumage, but when the 
task was done and her father's portrait 
was hung in the Royal academy, a sim- 
ple portrait was ordered' for Bucking- 
ham palace, and Queen Victoria, gave 
Blanche Sully a splendid diamond s'g 
net ring and an autograph letter thank- 
ing her for the trouble she had talcen. 
Sully received $40,000 for the portrait 
he painted for -the Society of St. George 
and St. Andrew, and was munificently 
paid for those he painted! for his Eng- 
lish patrons. After his return to this 
country he spent much time with his 
daughter, Mrs. Ellen. Sully Wheeler, and 
during one of his visits paintedl a 
charming group, which represents Mrs. 
Wheeler with her two babies, now stal- 
wart citizens of the District. 


When the war began Sully Wheeler 


was in the United States na\y, and gal- 
lantly served his countrj throughout 
that memorable struggle. The other 
joined the confederates and fought as 
bravely for a lost cause. They were 
again reunited after peace resumed her 
propitious sway. 


Gen. 
Alfred Sully, the sou of the art- 


ist, was a brigadier general in the fed- 
eral army, and was frequently quar- 
tered in Washington. He was a gradu- 
ate of West Point and a participant in 
the Indian wars, the Mexican war, and 
distinguished himself in several engage- 
ments in the late war, rising from the 
rank of captain to brigadier general. 
Col. Sully Wheeler and Maj. Woodibury 
Wheeler own many splendid specimens 
of their distinguished grandfather's 
art. 
There is no finer collection of par- 


traits in any one family connection in 
the District of Columbia. The flesh 
tints in Sully's portraits retain to a 
wonderful degree -their original color- 
ing. 
As the years go by his fame jn- 


ereases, and he is easily first among 
the American artists. The romantic 
episode in his life and in that of his 
beautiful daughter Blanche, when 1hey 
spent two months in Windsor castle, is 
revhed by 'the jubilee celebration in- 
which the world has just taken part,— 
Washington Post.
